SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

School  started  with  many  new  ideas  added  to  our 
health  activities.  We  held  two  Salk  Polio  Vaccination 
Clinics  at  Groveton  with  12  children  from  Stark  and 
Crystal  receiving  first  shots  and  33  children  from  both 
schools  receiving  second  shots.  Transportation  was 
provided  and  fair  cooperation  was  given  but  I  hope 
when  we  have  our  next  Clinic  there  will  be  more 
taking  advantage  of  the  Clinic. 

In  October  we  started  our  first  Dental  Clinic  with 
very  good  results.  Cooperation  on  the  part  of  par- 
ents as  well  as  teachers  and  pupils  was  excellent. 
These  clinics  were  held  weekly  in  Doctor  Israel's  of- 
fice in  Groveton,  transportation  provided  by  parents. 
This  work  is  done  on  an  hourly  basis,  at  present  $7.00 
per  hour.  Children  were  urged  to  bring  small  sums 
of  money  to  help  on  clinic  expense  and  to  give  the 
child  a  sense  of  responsibility  and  independence.  The 
Dental  Report  is  as  follows: 

Six  Working  Clinics  plus  1  Examination  Clinic 
held;  30  pupils  attended;  18  corrections  made.  We 
tried  to  save  the  six  year  molars  (Permanent  teeth). 
Children  and  parents  should  make  a  big  effort  to  con- 
tinue the  work. 

It  is  again  urged  that  vaccination  for  small-pox, 
a  legal  requirement  for  admission  to  school  in  New 
Hampshire,  be  done  during  the  winter  and  spring 
months  to  avoid  doing  it  during  the  Polio  Season, 
(July  through  October).  A  child  receiving  Salk  Polio 
vaccination  cannot  have  small-pox  vaccination  for 
seven  weeks  before  or  after  and  this  has  caused  a  de- 
lay in  vaccinations  this  year.  A  child  can  have  effec- 
tive small-pox  vaccination  as  early  as  two  weeks  of 
age. 

Home  visits  have  been  made  in  the  interest  of 
children  with  serious  defects  or  illness  and  assistance 
given  where  needed. 
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It  pleased  me  greatly  to  see  parents  from  Stark 
and  Crystal  taking  advantage  of  our  Inoculation  Clin- 
ics which  are  held  once  a  year  in  Groveton.  This  con- 
sists of  three  shots  each,  three  weeks  apart.  These 
shots  help  control  typhoid,  tetanus,  and  whooping 
cough.  We  urge  parents  to  have  children  from  four 
months  to  seven  years  receive  these  shots.  Pre-school 
children  should  receive  Booster  shots  before  enter- 
ing school  or  during  their  first  year  of  school. 

In  February  the  pupils  in  both  schools  received 
Patch  tests  for  tuberculosis.  Positive  reactors  were 
X-rayed  at  the  State  Follow-up  Clinic  in  March. 

Parents  and  children  have  yet  to  learn  the  full 
value  of  mere  soap  and  water  as  a  control  agency  for 
head  lice.  Personal  cleanliness  is  the  surest  safe 
guard  we  have. 

More  and  more  community  work  is  being  done 
each  year.  The  following  report  will  help  you  to  know 
the  type  of  visits  and  number  of  visits  that  have  been 
made.

It  is  with  a  deep  sense  of  appreciation  for  the  op- 
portunity to  conduct  a  health  program  which  con- 
tributes so  much  to  the  development  of  both  the 
pupils  and  the  community,  that  I  submit  this  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS,  1956-1957 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Stark: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  the  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Financial  data,  except 
for  the  budget,  is  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1956.  Statistical  information  is  for  the  current  year 
and  is  corrected  up  to  the  time  of  publication. 

Two  changes  in  the  School  Board  have  taken 
place  during  the  past  year.  Mrs.  Althea  Lunn  was 
elected  in  the  place  of  Mrs.  Nellie  Maguire.  Mrs. 
Maguire  had  served  for  three  full  terms.  In  November 
Mr.  Raymond  Stuart,  serving  the  last  year  of  his  sec- 
ond term,  resigned  because  he  was  moving  out  of 
town.  Mr.  Philip  E.  Stearns  was  appointed  by  the 
other  two  members  to  serve  until  district  meeting 
time  and  thus  complete  the  unfinished  term.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  elect  only  the  one  member  at  the 
district  meeting. 

There  have  been  no  changes  in  the  personnel  of 
teaching  staff.  The  district  is  fortunate  in  having 
three  good  teachers  remain  with  us  when  other 
schools  are  having  so  many  changes.  In  a  union  wide 
test  program  given  to  all  the  children  in  the  North 
Country  in  grades  one  through  eight,  Stark  children 
did  very  well  reflecting  the  excellent  work  of  the 
teachers. 

The  Dental  Clinic  held  for  the  first  time  during 
the  past  year  was  an  outstanding  success.  Details 
are  covered  in  the  nurse's  report.  Parents  were  most 
cooperative  in  following  out  recommendations  and 
sharing  in  the  expense  in  most  cases.  The  Board 
considers  so  much  good  was  accomplished  that  plans 
are  under  way  to  repeat  the  Clinic  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  Board  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  State 
School  Fund  was  increased  from  $2,933.00  to  $8,026.- 
00.  Since  the  budget  had  already  been  approved  the 
sum  of  $3,500.00  of  the  above  amount  went  for  the 
reduction  of  taxes.  The  General  Court  is  already 
in  session  and  it  is  hoped  that  their  action  will  make 
at  least  the  same  amount  available  during  the  coming 
year. 
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The  Grade  Placement  Chart  below  shows  that 
enrollment  in  the  schools  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year.  Tuition  list  will  be  about  the  same.  Transpor- 
tation cost  may  go  up  slightly. 

Only  one  major  item  of  repair  is  anticipated.  The 
toilet  situation  at  the  Crystal  School  is  most  unsatis- 
factory and  most  unhealthful.  A  thorough  examin- 
ation and  survey  of  the  situation  is  being  made  by  the 
State  Bureau  of  Sanitary  Engineers  so  that  a  full  re- 
port including  recommendations  may  be  made  at  the 
March  meeting.  It  is  hoped  that  this  situation  can 
be  corrected  and  an  appropriation  be  made  to  cover 
costs  involved. 

Within  the  limits  of  the  small  school  program, 
thanks  to  good  teachers  and  an  interested  and  active 
School  Board,  the  children  of  Stark  have  very  good 
schooling.    It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  such  a  group.
